Feeling of Better Times Is Anticipated 
Because of Closer Relations 
With State Board

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NEW MINNESOTA CLAUSES 


BECOME EFFECTIVE ON JULY 1 


Explanation of New Clauses and Per- 
mits, Which Are Mandatory and 
Supersede Old Forms 


In view of the fact that the new 
statutes of the state of Minnesota, abso- 
lutely regulating and prescribing forms 
for attachment to fire insurance poli- 
cies in that state, and making it a mis- 
demeanor on the part of both agent and 
company to use or attach any other 
than the prescribed forms, practically 
do away with all forms now in hands 
of agents in that state, it is of interest 
both to agents and companies briefly to 
review both the official circular of the 
Minnesota insurance department and 
forms accompanying it and to compare 
them with those now in use. 

Commissioner Hartigan first quotes 
the opinion of the attorney-general as 
to the provisions of the new law as fol- 
lows: 

“No fire company shall issue on 
property in this state any policy other 
than the standard form herein set forth 
aor and no conditions, stipulations 
or terms other than therein provided 
for . . . . shall be valid if inserted 
in any such policy except as follows:” 
Comments by Hartigan 

It will be seen that this is emphatic 
and plain, it is further emphasized by 
the commissioner briefly as follows: 

“In compliance with this opinion 
forms have been prepared for the riders 
that may be used in this state and the 
authorized forms are given herewith. 
No other riders nor other forms of 
these riders may be used.” 

“Among prohibited riders are the iron 
safe clause, three-fourths value clause 
and others.” 

“The essential part of rider embody- 
ing the permit or other matter must be 
printed in type not smaller than long 
primer.” 

“Applications may not be attached to 
or made a part of policy except in so 
far as they contain a description of the 
property insured.” 

“Any company or agent issuing a 
policy with prohibited rider attached, 
or with riders not conforming to the ap- 
proved forms, after July 1, 1909, will be 
dealt with according to law.” 

In accordance with the foregoing, 
new forms have been prepared by the 
companies doing business in the state 
and sent to agents with instructions to 
destroy all old forms not in accordance 
therewith. 

Agents should be very careful in is- 
suing policies to attach only the new 
forms, otherwise it may mean trouble 
to both agent and company and never 
under any circumstances should they 
use the prohibited forms mentioned, 
namely, the three fourths value and iron 
safe clauses. 

The following are the forms pre- 
scribed, together with comments and 
explanations: 

“$————. additional concurrent insur- 
ance permitted.” 

Do not use “other concurrent insur- 
ance” or “$——— total concurrent in- 
surance permitted,” as formerly. 

Lightning Clause 

“This policy insures against loss or 
damage by fire, ‘also any damage by 
lightning whether fire ensues or not.’ 

“If there shall be any other insur- 
ance on the property insured, whether 
prior or subsequent, the insured shall 
recover on this policy no greater pro- 
portion or loss, ‘whether by fire or light- 
ning or both,’ except in case of total 
loss on buildings, sustained than the 
sum hereby insured bears to the whole 
amount insured theron.” 

This is a radical departure from 
lightning clauses heretofore in use, both 
in, wording .and restrictions. Where 
etectrical machinery or appliances are

As the investiga- 
tion is to be a judicial proceeding, the 
commission thoroughly discussed not 
only the scope of its work but the legal 
forms and mode of procedure. The 
members called in a body on Governor 
Deneen and had a formal discussion. 

The commissioners, together with 
Governor Deneen, Superintendent Pot- 
ter and Insurance Department Attorney 
Ryon, were royally entertained in the 
evening by E. A. Hall, the Springfield 
commissioner. 

A meeting was held today to com- 
plete the detail work. The commission 
will hold its next meeting on notice at 
Quincy in September.

He has 
been a director since the company was 
organized and expects to give all his 
time to its work now, although identi- 
fied with several other interests. 








Want Proceedings Stopped 

Toledo, Ohio, June 30—(Special)— 
Motion has been made in the United 
States circuit court that the proceed- 
ings involving Judge Michael Donnelly, 
president of the defunct Ohio German 
Fire, now in progress in the Henry 
county court, be stopped unti the fed- 
eral court has decreed whether Don- 
nelley is a bankrupt. The motion de- 
clares Judge Donnelley is taking steps 
in the common pleas court of Henry 
county, which may bring about a dis- 
charge in bankruptcy.

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ATTACK OHIO GERMAN ASSETS 





Bank Wants Securities Returned and 
Subscriber to Stock Wants His 
Money Back 





Toledo, Ohio, June 29.—(Special.)— 
Assignee D. D. Donovan of the Citizens 
Bank of Napoleon, Ohio, has rejected 
the claim of the trustees of the Ohio 
German Fire for $107,700.16. He gave 
no reasons for his action. It is said 
that action to recover the claim will 
be brought against the bank and its 
assignee within thirty days. 

E. H. Pierce of Salt Lake City, Utah, 
has asked the circuit court to instruct 
the trustees of the Ohio German to 
return to him $500 which he paid on 
a stock subscription just prior to the 
company’s failure. Mr. Pierce states that 
he subscribed to five shares of stock 
when the company advertised a scheme 
to increase its capital and surplus 
$100,000 each. He says that the scheme 
set forth that the money would be kept 
in a separate account known as the “in- 
creased capital account” and that the 
company agreed that if the full amount 
was not raised all subscriptions would 
be returned. He says the little money 
subscribed was deposited in the Ger- 
man Bank of Lindsey, Ohio, and after 
the company failed was turned over 
to the trustees. 

The National Bank of Commerce of 
Toledo has filed an application in the 
circuit court for leave to intervene in 
the case of the state of Ohio against 
the Ohio German. The bank is seek- 
ing the return to its possession of mu- 
nicipal bonds to the amount of $39,000, 
which bonds were held by the bank as 
collateral to secure the loans made to 
the company. The bank contends that 
there are now in the possession of the 
trustees of the Ohio German securities 
which are the property of the bank, 
that they were put by the company as 
collateral and were subsequently bor- 
rowed by an official of the Ohio Ger- 
man for a few hours, under the pretext 
that the company wanted to check them 
up, and that the state insurance ex- 
aminer held the bonds as assets of the 


company and turned them over to the 
trustees.

Headquarters for National Convention 


William H. Hecox, of Binghamton, 
N. Y., a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Association of 
Local Fire Agents, who was appointed 
by President Beardsley to perfect pre- 
liminary arrangements for the national 
convention at Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 
21-23, announces that the Marlborough-

Arrangements have been completed 
for having the commodious meeting 
rooms, together with a room for com- 
mittee meetings.

plan. 





To Protect Mutuals 

To get some pointers as to how 
mutual insurance associations may 
unite in a campaign to protect them- 
selves against hostile legislation, Glenn 
Walker, secretary of the Millers Mu- 
tual of Fort Worth, is sojourning in 
Iowa. Mr. Walker asserts that the 
legislatures of Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana have enacted statutes requiring the 
mutual companies to give bond that 
they will not fail, that they will pay 
their losses promptly and also comply 
with the numerous unique provisions 
suspected to have been inspired by the 
stock companies. Mr. Walker suspects 
that a campaign for similar laws will 
be conducted in the northern states 
when the next legislatures meet. 





Question Legality of Committees 

Something of a stir was created in 
Wisconsin insurance circles when it 
was announced by several leading law- 
yers that the investigating committees 
and the joint committees appointed by 
the state legislature to act during the 
present recess until the special session 
of the legislatives body next January 
have no legal existence, on the grounds 
that all committees expire with the 
legislature itself. This being the case, 
the committees appointed to investigate 
the insurance department and to con- 
sider the problem of workingmen’s in- 
surance, would have no legal power. 
Several other legal authorities of the 
state, however, believe that the com- 
mittees are legal.

AS VIEWED FROM CHICAGO 


LEASING THE DEAN SCHEDULE 

Under the new arrangements made 
by the Western Union, J. V. Parker, 
who has been superintendent of ratings, 
will retire from its service and take 
charge of the Dean Schedule. Mr. 
Parker will hold the title and rights 
of the schedule system and leases it 
to rating bureaus and organizations at 
an annual rental. All dealings will be 
conducted by Mr. Parker personally 
and he will give information and assist- 
ance to his customers. 

Mr. Parker has opened negotiations 
with the Chicago board for leasing the 
Dean Schedule in that city. While the 
Chicago board adopted the schedule 
some two years ago it has never put 
it into effect. A number of tests have 
been made in different sections of the 
city but there has been no attempt to 
systematically rate the city. As a mat- 
ter of fact many of the board members 
are well satisfied with the present 
schedules and rates and have opposed 
any change. This sentiment has had 
much to do with delaying the use of 
the Dean system. 

With the new proposition of leas- 
ing the schedule at an annual rental 
of a tidy sum, injected, there will prob- 
ably be greater opposition. 

The Union companies have felt all 
along the necessity of uniformity. 
The public should know that the same 
system with the same relations exist- 
ing, should prevail everywhere. The 
managers had no serious objections 
to the rates at Chicago. It was thought 
that the use of the Dean system would 
not cause any material change in Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Parker will have the Dean 
schedule for sale at a moderate sum in 
his office in the American Trust build- 
ing, Chicago.

J. A. Stromberg, former secretary of 
the Southern of New Orleans, who is 
now with the Whitney Central Trust 
Company, receiver, was in Chicago a 
few days ago and made the definite 
announcement that agents will be 
charged return commissions on policies 
outstanding at the time of the receiver- 
ship. This is an unusual course, It 
will fall particularly heavy on the gen- 
eral agents, as the receiver proposes to 
make them stand good for the net re- 
turn commissions that the local agents 
reporting to a general agent will not 
pay.

TELEPHONE COMPANY'S LIABILITY 

The liability of a telephone company 
for failure of an operator to answer a 
fire call alleged to have resulted in the 
spread of the flames is discussed in 
Lebanon L. & L. Telephone Co. v. Lan- 
ham Lumber Co., 115 Southwestern Re- 
porter, 824. Plaintiff alleged substan- 
tially that a fire started in the boiler 
house at its plant; that on discovering 
the fire its watchman endeavored to ob- 
tain telephone connection with the fire 
department, but that through the negli- 
gence of defendant telephone com- 
pany’s operator no connection was ¢s- 
tablished until the fire had spread to 
the other buildings, so that the efforts 
of the department, after arriving, were 
fruitless, and the plant was wholly de- 
stroyed; that if connection had been 
promptly established the fire alarm 
would have been given and the fire 
company would have reached the fire 
at least thirty minutes sooner than they 
did, and before the fire had extended 
beyond the boiler house; and would, in 
such event, have been extinguished with 
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no loss to plaintiff save a trifling dam- 
age to the boiler house. The Kentucky 
court of appeals holds that the com- 
plaint states mo cause of action, be- 
cause the facts on which a recovery is 
sought are too, speculative and remote. 


CHICAGO BOARD LUNCHEON 

Notwithstanding the fact that the va- 
cation season has begun, about 100 
members of the Chicago board were 
present at the luncheon at the Great 
Northern hotel on Tuesday. The af- 
fair was in every way very enjoyable. 
Some local poet had adapted certain 
well known songs to fit the occasion and 
the congregational singing led by thé 
board “Quartet” of seven members was 
enthusiastical and inspiring. E. B. Case 
presided. The feature of the entertain- 
ment was a chalk talk by W. R. Townley 
of the Western and British America. If 
Mr. Townley loses his job as an under- 
writer he can readily get one on any 
newspaper that wants a good caricatur- 
ist. His chalk pictures of some of the 
prominent members of the board and 
composite pictures of groups of others 
were greatly appreciated. The talk part 
of the performance was full of epigrams 
and received vigorous approval.

La France is a company of much the 
same class, began business in 1867, has 
$500,000 of capital paid or in cash, and 
shows assets of $4,293,000, with a net 
surplus of $1,128,000.

REPORT ON TRACTION RISK 


Inspection Bureau Points Out Defects 
in Columbus Railway and Light 
Company’s Property 


The Ohio Inspection Bureau has is- 
sued a very complete and interesting 
report on the properties and physical 
hazards of the Columbus Railway & 
Light Company, a public service com- 
pany which leases and operates the 
properties of the Columbus Railway 
Company, the Columbus Traction Com- 
pany, the Columbus Edison Company 
and the Columbus Light, Heat & Power 
Company. Including short interurban 
lines to Westerville and Arlington, the 
company operates 139 miles of track, 
with 392 insured cars. Rolling stock 
is well maintained, but none of the 
wiring is standard and some of it is 
classed as “quite defective.” Buildings 
though many are old and some fault- 
ily constructed, are well maintained and 
internal hazards are well guarded, most 
of the properties with private watch- 
men and A. T. alarm service. The 
fifty buildings of the company are in 
sixteen general locations, and such de- 
fects as frame additions, wood floors 
and pits, inside wood partitions, finish 
and roofs, large areas and inadequate 
fire divisions are common. Component 
exposure is common and some of the 
properties are exposed by outside risks: 
part of the property is in congested 
districts; some risks have no public fire 
protection and inadequate private pro- 
tection. Recommendations specifically 
cover points outlined as general de- 
fects and a number of specific defects 
in each of the several properties.

N. R. Walker and L. H. Pummell of 
Cincinnati Say Real Mean 
Things About One Another 





N. R. Walker, formerly general man- 
ager of the Buckeye Fire Insurance As- 
sociation of Cincinnati, last week filed 
suit against L. H. Pummell, secretary 
of the Buckeye, and against the Buck- 
eye. The suit against Mr. Pummell is 
for $6,000, which Mr. Walker declares 
is his share of moneys received by Mr. 
Pummell for the organization of the 
Buckeye and Central Fire associations. 

In his answer Mr. Pummell acknowl- 
edges the contract, but denies ever re- 
ceiving any money or that he ever ex- 
pects to receive any money for his work 
in organizing the two companies. On 
the other hand, Mr. Pummell alleges 
in his cross-petition that, within a week 
after N. R. Walker’s installation as 
manager of the Buckeye he began to 
appropriate unto himself various 
moneys paid-in as premiums and that 
this continued until the office of gen- 
eral manager was abolished, which oc- 
curred this last spring. And Mr. Pum- 
mell also alleges that these embezzle- 
ments number 57, but all of one vari- 
ety, to the sum of $215.80, and that 
therefore Mr. Walker had committed 
a breach of the contract before men- 
tioned. He also states that he had Mr. 
Walker arrested and since that time 
Mr. Walker had made good fifty of the 
embezzlements. 

Mr. Walker has not answered these 
allegations. 

Mr. Walker is now organizing the 
Home Fire Insurance Association at 

Cincinnati under the same law as the 
Buckeye operates under.

There is not an agency in Circleville that has 
not suffered from mutual competition, and their 
grip is not lessening. The Ohio Grain Dealers’ 
Association gave us a_body blow, as this is 
uite a grain center. Now comes the Canners’ 
change, which gives us another big bump, 
as this is the largest canning center in the 
country. The Farmers’ Mutual was another 
unwelcome competitor. The Druggists Mutual, 
the Hardware Mutual, and other mutuals galore 
are fastening their tentacles upon the throat 
of the stock companies’ business. Why? 
cause of the unnecessarily high rates. Of course 
the stock companies have not suffered severely 
as yet, because the increase in rates has made 
up for the loss in the volume of business; but 
wait, they have fostered a viper in the mu- 
tuals that will eat into their very vitals. This 
may sound like strong language, but future 
events will demonstrate that I am not far wrong. 
The rate book under which we were working 
had advanced the rates from 60 to 100 percent 
and the business public had been brought to 
accept them and now comes another advance 
upon stocks of merchandise all down the line. 
I represent a union agency and adhere to the 
rates; I am almost ashamed to approach some 
of my customers and ask for another advance. 
The American Straw Board plant, the largest 
lant in this city (a sprinklered risk), is 
rokered in Chicago by Marsh & McLennan, 
and your humble servant was offered some of 
the business at a commission of 5 percent, 
which was declined with thanks.

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


BINGHAM TAKES DEPOSITIONS 








Attorney-General of Indiana Questions 
Heads of Inspection Bureaus— 
Does Not Learn Much 





The depositions of E. M. Sellers, head 
of the Indiana Inspection Bureau, and 
of Thomas McMurray, Jr., head of the 
Indianapolis Fire Inspection Bureau, 
were continued by the attorney-general 
of Indiana last Saturday, in connection 
with the suit by him against 130 fire in- 
surance companies in the state, which 
he charges with violating the anti- 
trust law. 

Attorney-general Bingham was par- 
ticularly inquisitive about trips Messrs. 
Sellers and McMurray made soon after 
the restraining order was granted by 
the court, which was the first notice 
they had that trouble was pending for 
them and the companies. They admit- 
ted the trips, but would not let the 
attorney-general have it his way that 
they went to consult with the govern- 
ing committee of the Western Union. 
Mr. Sellers said, however, that during 
his stay in Chicago he had incidentally 
talked with Mr. Hatch and possibly 
about the restraining order, but he did 
not remember the exact ‘words con- 
cerning that part of their conversation. 
Mr. Sellers informed the attorney-gen- 
eral that the Dean schedule had so far 
been applied to 170 of the cities, towns 
and villages of the state. He stated 
that he obtained this schedule origin- 
ally from the Western Union. 

The purpose of the attorney-general’s 
close question of Mr. Sellers concern- 
ing his alleged hurried visit to the 
Western Union offices in Chicago was 
to show that the insurance companies 
seemed to be much interested in a 
bureau in Indiana that purported to be 
independent and to show that there was 
reason for a consultation between the 
two, notwithstanding the contention 
that the bureau merely sells rates to 
the companies and that there is no 
further or more intimate connection be- 
tween them. 

Mr. McMurray testified that the chief 
purpose of his visit to Chicago was to 
consult with Thomas Bates, subse- 
quently engaged by the defendants in 
the suit as one of their counsel. He 
testified that the insurance companies 
owned the Indianapolis Fire Inspection 
Bureau. He said the bureau made the 
rates in Indianapolis and they were 
practically the only rates used there by 
the companies. 





Indiana Rates Going Down 

The average premium rate in Indi- 
ana last year was $1.15, a reduction of 
2 cents from the average for the eight 
preceding years. This swpports the 
argument of the insurance companies 
that, under the system of rate-making 
now attacked by the attorney-general 
of the state, fire insurance rates in the 
state have been steadily lowered. There 
was a 2 percent decrease from 1890 to 
1900, as compared with the rate from 
1880 to 1890, a 2 percent decrease from 
1900 to 1908, and 1 percent decrease in 
1908, making 5 percent in all from 
1890 to the beginning of the present 
year. The state’s contention, therefore 
that the alleged combine of fire insur- 
ance companies has resulted in higher 
rates for the insured is not well based.

NO VERDICT IN FAMOUS CASE 


Jury in Dillon vs. Craig, Wright & 


Walker Disagreed—Plans for 
Local Agents’ Meeting

Detroit, Mich. June 28.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—For weeks, the Dil- 
lon-Craig, Wright & Walker—Stoepel 
& Co.-Krolick & Fixel case has been 
in the courts. The Krolik, Stoepel and 
Fixel cases were thrown out, and after 
being in a hot jury room for almost 
two days the jury in the matter of Dil- 
lon vs. Craig, Wright & Walker was 
unable to agree on a verdict and was 
discharged. I understand the jury 
stood nine to three in Dillon’s favor. 
The case has been one in which the 
parties interested have had the benefit 
of the best legal talent in the city and 
the people who have followed the evi- 
dence as published in the daily press 
have had some good reading. I imagine 
the case will have some influence on 
future adjustments. There was an in- 
clination, I think, to influence the jury 
by intimating a possibility of the fire 
being of a suspicious nature, but Judge 
Mandell said to the jury in his charge 
that there was no evidence introduced 
that would warrant any one in believ- 
ing the fire was other than accidental. 
I am inclined to think the case is not 
yet disposed of. 

The gentlemen who will arrange the 
program for the next meeting of the 
Michigan Association of Fire Insur- 
ance Agents, to be held at Lansing in 
the near future, are going to have 
other than home talent. I understand 
they have in view a man known as one 
of the brightest insurance men in the 
country for one of the speakers. At 
this meeting, subjects will be discussed 
that are of great importance to the 
agent. The agents who attend can 
anticipate an entire new make-up of 
program. The feeling is growing 
among many agents that if anything 
is done in the future to better insur- 
ance conditions it .will have to come 
through the state organization. Sag- 
inaw and Grand Rapids have taken the 
initiative. They have joined the na- 
tional and the state organizations as a 
body. The matter of legislation will 
be taken up at the next meeting and 
whatever is undertaken in the matter 
of insurance legislation will be handled 
by the state organization, after de- 
termining what character of legislation 
is desired. If the state association at 
this last meeting of the legislature had 








had any interest in the bills presented, 
we would have had in the statute books 
today a fire marshal law and an agents’ 
license law. 


A fire occurred last week in a baker 
shop on Chene street. Wm. J. Skrzycki, 
the proprietor, has had a_ warrant 
served On him in connection with the 
fire. It is asserted an employe will 
swear before the grand jury that the 
proprietor gave him $25 to set the 
building on fire. The attorney for 
Skrzycki says a friend of the employe 
will swear that he offered him $100 to 
swear that Skrzycki set his place on 
fire and that another person offered to 
Pay expenses to the amount of $1,000 
if the two men were prosecuted for 
perjury. Perhaps the _ investigation 
now being made will bring out some- 
thing interesting as to what caused the 
fire. There seems to be a considerable 
amount of ill feeling among all who 
are interested in the property burned. 


Work has commenced on the founda- 
tions of the new pumping station at 
the waterworks. °The board has ap- 
proved the engineer’s plans for several 
units of the power machinery. The 
contracts will run up into the hundreds 
of thousands, but they will be let in 
succession. The board is doing its own 
work on the foundations. The founda- 
tions will be 28 feet deep. Because of 
the great vibration of the powerful 
engines it will be necessary to con- 
struct a foundation as deep and as solid 
as for a fifteen story skyscraper, and 
hundreds of barrels of cement will be 
poured in the excavation.

IN ILLINOIS AND WISCONSIN 


REFUSE TO GIVE INSTRUCTIONS 











Position of Some Companies in Towns 
Under Former Jurisdiction of 
East St. Louis Bureau 





At Belleville, Ill, and in fact in all 
towns in the jurisdiction of the old East 
St. Louis Inspection Bureau office, some 
companies decline to give instructions 
to their agents to report through the 
stamping secretaries in view of the per- 
manent injunction in the anti-trust suits 
brought to restrain the companies from 
fixing and maintaining rates through 
any joint arrangement. 

Attorney Thos. Bates of the Western 
Union gave an opinion that companies 
in using the stamping offices under their 
present system do not violate the law. 
Some companies seem to fear, how- 
ever, to give any instructions. The re- 
sult is unsatisfactory. Some agencies 
report for all their companies, some for 
part, and some do not report at all. 
Doubtless the field organizations will 
try to remedy conditions, but the Con- 
tinental and Fidelity, not members of 
either association, appear to have taken 
a positive stand and decline to give in- 
structions. 





War on Unaffiliated Agencies 


It is not thought that rates will be 
thrown off at Alton, Ill, in spite of 
numerous threats. There have been 
many charges of irregularities and at- 
tempts to correct them. The Illinois 
Field Club forced the issue on its mem- 
bers, resulting in the suspension of the 
St. Louis Fire and German of Pittsburg. 
The Prussian National resigned rather 
than disturb its agency. This leaves 
the field club and Illinois State Board 
with clear skirts and both organizations 
will’ doubtless use relief measures on 
nonaffiliated agencies.

NEW FEATURE SEEN AT ELGIN 
Equipment With Liberty Fire Extin- 
guishers Brings Reduction of 30 
Percent From Tariff Rate 








By degrees the names of the ten com- 
panies which have agreed to write busi- 
nes sat Elgin, Ill., at 20 percent below 
tariff, are leaking out, although efforts 
are being made to keep them under 
cover. The Illinois National was the 
first company mentioned, although the 
broker who is handling the Elgin busi- 
ness claims that it is not one of the 
ten. Among others that have been 
named to interested parties are Lon- 
don Lloyds, American Lloyds, German 
of Peoria, Federal Union of Chicago 
and Colonial of New York. 

A new feature in the Elgin situation 
arises from the fact that a large num- 
ber of nonunion companies have agreed 
to allow a 10 percent credit on rates 
for full equipment of Liberty fire extin- 
guishers. The Liberty Association of 
Chicago, of which J. C. Hair is the 
head, has been endeavoring for several 
years to get companies to allow a 
credit for use of its extinguishers, but 
did not succeed through the regular 
channels. The matter then was taken 
up with nonunion companies individ- 
ually and enough of them have agreed 
to the 10 percent credit, so Mr. Hair 
says a good line of $500,000 can be han- 
dled by the companies that grant this 
concession. The Liberty Association 
has a representative at Elgin and is 
pushing the sale of its goods as hard 
as possible. While the 20 percent cut 
at Elgin and the 10 percent reduction 
for use of extinguishers have no rela- 
tion to each other, the Elgin property 
owner is offered both these reductions 
where he has extinguisher equipment, 
as the cut-rate companies are also 
among those which allow the 10 per- 
cent for extinguishers. 

This arrangement of the Liberty As- 
sociation does not apply to Elgin alone, 
however. Mr. Hair says that the 
credit is being secured in various parts 
of the state, including Chicago.

Another of E. A. Tyler’s Companies 
Meets Bad Luck and Organizer 
Severs Connection With It 





The Merchants Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company of Topeka, Kans., which 
was organized about nine months ago 
by E. A. Tyler, has been forced on ac- 
count of heavy losses to levy an assess- 
ment of 20 per cent on the unpaid pre- 
mium notes of its policyholders. Mr. 
Tyler has resigned as secretary and 
manager and has also severed his con- 
nection with the State Merchants Mu- 
tual Fire of Leavenworth, which was 
operated jointly with the Merchants 
Mutual of Topeka. 

The losses to this company since the 
first of the year have been over $6,000, 
reducing the reserve fund below the 
legal limit and the state insurance de- 
partment took action on the matter, 
which forced the levy. 

It is understood that a number of 
members withdrew after they learned of 
the failure of a number of similar or- 
ganizations managed by Mr. Tyler and 
the unusual assessment before the com- 
pany is a year old is expected to greatly 
increase the number of withdrawals.

NEW MINNESOTA CLAUSES 
(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 2) 
to be covered a separate clause is pro- 
vided for its exemption. 
Coinsurance Clause. 

This follows closely the form form- 
erly in use as to its provisions, the only 
difference being the clause following 
the name of the company, which now 
simply bears the name of assured and 
agent and 

“Notice:—This clause must be signed 
by both agent and assured. A policy 
may contain a coinsurance clause only 
when the entire risk covered by same 
amounts to more than $20,000.” 

Average Clause 

Except for size of type and spacing, 
this clause is identical with the average 
distribution clause now in use. 

Mortgage Clause 

“Subject to the stipulations, provi- 
sions and conditions contained in this 
policy, the loss, if any, is payable to 
ee » mortgagee, as his, her, its or 
their interest may appear.” 

This does away entirely with the 
worry to an agent incident to the va- 
rious forms of mortgage clauses re- 
quested by building and loan associa- 
tions, life insurance companies and 
others and is the only form of mortgage 
clause that can be attached under the 
laws of the state. 

Vacancy Permit 

“In consideration of $— extra pre- 
mium, permission is hereby granted for 
the premises described in the policy to 
be vacant, or unoccupied, for the period 
of — days from this —— day of ——, 
190-, to the — day of ——, 190-, at 12 
o’clock noon.” 

This form of permit leaves no room 
for doubt or misunderstanding and is 
now in use by some companies. Be 
sure, however, of size of type and spac- 
ing. 

. Automatic Sprinkler Clause 

This form differs only slightly in 
wording from that now generally in 
use. but the wording has been made 
obligatory and no other can now be 
used. 

Watchman Clause 

This clause is a radical departure 
from previous warranties of assured, no 
penalty being provided for its lack of 
maintenance except the difference in 
premium charged. Agents should there- 
fore look closely before granting a re- 
duction in premium for same, satisfy- 
ing themselves thoroughly that the as- 
sured is really maintaining service for 
protection and not merely keeping up a 
so-called service as a pretense by which 
to secure lower rates. 

Clear Space Lumber Clause 

Here, too, is a reduction granted in 
premium with practically no penalty for 
noncompliance, which will probably 
mean a reduction in lines of companies 
on lumber located at mill plants unless 
agents watch closely, a strict compli- 
ance with warranties in this respect be- 
ing the principal safeguard of com- 
panies in regulating their lines on this 
class. 

Night Work and Other Permits 

The permits to “operate at night,” 
“to cease operating” and “for repairs 
and improvements,” are all simple and 
plain, both in wording and conditions, 
setting forth an exact time and provid- 
ing for an additional premium charge 
in each instance. Under the antidis- 
crimination law of the state, agents 
should have no trouble in now obtain- 
ing the charge as provided in each case. 

Particular note should be made that 
the nature of repairs and alterations is 
not referred to, it being the evident in- 
tent of the law to provide for an addi- 
tional charge whenever and wherever 
the repairs are such as to conflict with 
provided for in standard policy 
itself. 

Work and Material Permit 

This differs in no essential from the 
form now in use, except as to restric- 
tions. The new form itself calls atten- 
tion to the provisions of the policy re- 
garding benzine, etc., by means of the 


following, after the wording of the 
forms: 

“Caution:—The use, handling or stor- 
ing of benzine, benzole, gasolene, naph- 
tha, calcium carbide, or fireworks is 
prohibited unless a specific permit is 
attached hereto.” 

This specifically puts the assured on 
notice that such articles, even though 
used or handled in their business, must 
be specially permitted and _ likewise 
gives the company such notice as to 
quantity, etc. 

Kerosene Permit 

This is practically the same as many 
forms in use, but provides for more 
strict regulation as to quantity and 
method of handling. 

Gun Powder Permit 

Simple and clear, giving permission 
for a stated quantity in closed tin or 
earthen canisters and providing that 
“no artificial light or heat be taken 
within —— feet of same,” thus ensuring 
safety to assured and customers in its 
handling and also granting companies 
some measure of protection. 

Fireworks 

In this, like permits for night and 
other operations, the wording is plain 
and clear and the state has recognized 
the additional hazard involved by pro- 
viding an extra premium for same. 

Calcium Carbide Storage Permit 

This follows closely the standard 
form of permit in general use, prescrib- 
ing that same shall be kept “in metal 
cans not exceeding two pounds each,” 
with a limit of 100 pounds in all, and 
gives absolute specifications for eon- 
struction of holders, etc. 

Gasolene, Naphtha and Benzine 

The permit for keeping these fluids is 
practically the old standard form, lim- 
iting the quantity to ten gallons and 
prescribing the method of handling and 
the character of receptacles. 

Gasolene Storage Permit 

Another simple and plain permit, with 
an extra premium charge attached for 
the added hazard. However, there is 
no restriction as to receptacle or method 
of handling and none can therefore be 
attached, it being the evident intent of 
the Minnesota authorities to let the ad- 
ditional charge compensate for this. 

Gasolene Stove Permit 

This is the old standard permit with 
the warranty of assured removed; other- 
wise it is identical in wording and in- 
tent. Watch closely and do not use 
any old forms. 

Gasolene Lighting Permit 

The permit for the use of gasolene 
for lighting also follows closely that 
now generally in use, but here, too, the 
conditions are not made a warranty 
on the part of the assured, and the 
quantity of gasolene is left open, to 
be filled in by the agent. Watch this 
feature closely and do not permit an 
excessive quantity of gasolene in the 
building. 

Gasolene Engine Permits 

Permit No. 1, for use of a gasolene 
engine, is for an engine with inside aux- 
iliary tank, and also lacks assured’s 
warranties. Here, too, the amount of 
gasolene is left to the discretion of the 
agent, and the permit being without 
charge, a large amount should never 
be allowed. 

Permit No. 2 is the same as the fore- 
going, except for outside supply and 
small inside auxiliary tank with limit 
of one quart of gasolene. 

Gasolene Gas Machine Permits 
The permit for use of gasolene gas 





machine with inside carburetor, is an 
exact copy of the National Board form 
now in use, except that it contains no 
warranty on the part of the assured, 
thus requiring greater care on the part 
of the agent as to installation before 
granting the permit. 

The permit for gasolene gas machine 
with outside carburetor is subject to 
the same criticism as the foregoing. 

Automobile Permits 

The permit for automobiles using 
gasolene is the present standard form 
with the warranty of the assured omit- 
ted. No gasolene is allowed on the 
premises except that in the reservoir 
of the machine itself, except where spe- 
cially permitted under the gasolene 
storage form previously given. Agents 
should post their customers thoroughly 
that this is a form required by the state 
laws of Minnesota, and that no clean- 
ing with or handling of gasolene is per- 
mitted in building. 

Acetylene Lighting Permit 

The permit for use of acetylene gas 
for lighting, as now allowed, is a plain 
permit, without any restrictions or war- 
ranties and with absolutely no charge 
attached. The former warranties and 
restrictions, under which this form of 
lighting was permitted, are now incor- 
porated in the form issued by the state 
in the shape of “cautions” which in no 
sense are a part of permit or contract, 
and in view of the danger attendant on 
such a lighting system, and the several 
unapproved machines and devices on 
the market, agents should be very care- 
ful in issuing this permit under the 
present form. A simple reading of the 
“cautions” will soon convince one of 
this. 

Consequential Damage Clause 

The consequential damage clause is 
the regular standard form now in use 
by most companies where damage by 
failure of cooling apparatus is ex- 
empted, used principally in cold stor- 
age plants and breweries, and the agent 
need only see that the size of type con- 
forms to law. 

The consequential damage clause, 
where there is single-source equipment 
and the clause where there is double- 
source equipment, are also standard 
forms, assuming the same risk and haz- 
ard as the foregoing form exempts, and 
the same criticism applies. 

Cautions for Agents 

The foregoing briefly gives the 
changes and differences in all forms 
and permits now allowed by the new 
statutes of Minnesota. Many of the 
agents have on hand a supply of forms 
for their customers covering certain 
risks controlled in whole or in part by 
them, which are not in conformity with 
the forms and permits mentioned, and 
these cannot be used under any circum- 
stances. 

Agents should remember that abso 
lutely no permits, clauses or warranties 
other than those before mentioned, can 
be used in getting up their new forms. 
and that they must be printed in type 
not smaller than long primer. 

Any violation of this subjects both 
the agent and the company to severe 
penalties. 

One agent will be on exactly the same 
footing in this respect as another, so 
none need fear his competitor’s grant- 
ing additional privileges to your cus- 
tomers.

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FIRE INSURANCE EXPENSE 


In these days of investigation and 
of legislative cure-alls, fire insurance 
men seem more apprehensive than 
usual concerning the expenses of the 
business. They see the business be- 
coming more and more systematized, 
and much of the old machinery of 
administration becoming obsolete. They 
are feeling the effects of the substitu- 
tion of “combination” for “competi- 
tion” as the “life of trade.” Most of 
us are afraid of that word combination. 
It smacks of trusts, and a little further 
on, of socialism. The new Kansas law 
by which the state has the final voice 
as to the rate is a socialistic tendency. 
Fire insurance men prefer to continue 
along the old and safe lines, or, at 
least, if changes are to be made they 
prefer that they shall come from with- 
in and that the evolution shall be grad- 
ual. They do not wish the present 
machinery which has been perfected 
with such elaborate detail thrown on 
the scrap-pile. 

For this reason the inquiring minds 
in the business have turned their atten- 
tion to the real underlying problems, 
the study of and reduction of hazards, 
in recognition of the modern principle 
of business that service is its first aim 
and that profits can only be permanent- 
ly assured when real and lasting serv- 
ice is rendered. This does not mean 
that competition is eliminated but only 
that it is perforce made secondary. As 
for “combination,” that is considered 
merely incidental to the service. If 
service is being substituted for profits 
as the primary test of successful busi- 
ness, and we are to have what might 
be called an enlightened competition, 
fire insurance companies have already 
made considerable progress. Obviously 
the one great field in which the fire 
insurance companies may extend their 
service is in the reduction of the fire 
loss, which we are told is ten times 
what it should be. 

The Hartrorp Fire is_ spending 
many thousands of dollars in its cam- 
paign of educating the public in a re- 
duction of the fire waste and will un- 
doubtedly reap the reward for the 
service it is performing. The money 
so spent will swell the Hartrorp’s ex 
pense ratio but if an analysis proves 
that its policyholders have been so 
educated that a corresponding reduc- 
tion has been made in the loss ratio 
the expense will be justified. Inci- 
dentally the Hartrorp may be doing 
a great deal of good in this campaign 
of which other companies and the gen- 
eral public will reap the benefit. And 
the educated Policyholder is no idle 
dream. 

Many of the class mutuals keep their 
loss ratio down by a system of inspec- 
tion and publicity which is educational. 











A number of “German” companies 
have been highly successful because 
Germans at home have been educated 
by strict building and police laws to 
take care of their risks. In Berlin, for 
instance, a property owner is made 
responsible to his neighbors for any 
loss which they sustain resulting from 
a fire which starts on his premises. Is 
it any wonder that Berlin’s fire loss is 
one-tenth that of Chicago, which is 
smaller in size? The American com- 
panies which seek out these trans- 
planted German citizens, or their de- 
scendants, make money as surely as 
one from ten leaves nine. 

It is evident that no change from 
the competitive system is needed in fire 
insurance, provided more emphasis is 
placed on the idea of service and fire 
insurance companies recognize that 


their service to business and society 
consists not only in insuring against 
fires but in preventing them. Without 
including this idea of prevention it 
must be recognized that the present 
fire insurance system is too wasteful 
to be long continued. Thirty-five or 
forty percent of the premiums is too 
large an amount to pay merely for the 
transaction of the business. But if 
one-half of this expense is really money 
invested for the reduction of fires the 
matter takes on a different aspect. And 
there is no good reason why this 
should not be the case. Perhaps fire 
insurance companies will never reach 
the point which has been attained by 
the Hartrorp Steam Borer INspPEc- 
Tion & INsuRANCE CoMPANyY, which 
shows a loss ratio of about 10 percent 
and an expense ratio of 60 or 70 per- 
cent, the latter largely due of course 
to the service in the prevention of 
explosions. But that a great field and 
a great opportunity are before the fire 
insurance people there can be no doubt. 

It would be interesting to know 
exactly the proportion of the present 
fire insurance expense which is already 
devoted to some form of fire preven- 
tion. In our opinion it would be little 
less than startling. At the same time 
we do not believe the service to be 
nearly as efficient as it might very 
easily be made. Fire insurance is the 
only important business in which it 
has been necessary to make a study 
of fire hazards and fire insurance men 
are in a position to do more in reducing 
the national fire waste to a normal 
quantity than is any other factor. As 
it is, 10 percent of the premiums prob- 
ably go to reduce the fire hazard in 
one form or another. The support of 
fire marshals and fire patrols and in 
some states the partial support of fire 
departments, the maintenance of in- 
spection bureaus and laboratories, the 
inspections of field men through the 
fire prevention associations and in be- 
half of their individual companies, the 
company contributions along publicity 
and educational lines and, last but not 
least, the work of local agents in the 
prosecution of their daily work would 
certainly justify 10 percent as a con- 
servative estimate of the contributions 
of the companies to fire prevention. 
Every local agent has in his business 
the materials for an absorbing study 
which cannot help but be educational 
to himself and of value to his com- 
munity and it is not looking too far 
ahead to fix the measure of his effi- 
ciency by the loss ratio of his locality. 
When that time comes the expense 
ratio of the business may be higher 
than it now is but the loss ratio will 
be such that a large reduction in the 
total cost to the public will be assured 

A greater attention to the reduction 
of the fire loss is a natural and inevit- 
able trend of the times. 





North British’s Treatise 
on Use and Occupancy 


The North British & Mercantile’s im- 
proved risk department in the west in 
Manager Littlejohn’s department has 
gotten out a very practical explanation 
of use and occupancy in insurance. It 
is stated that Assistant Manager Geo. 
H. Bell and General Inspector Geo. P. 
Davis are collaborators of the pamphlet. 
It says: 

* * * 


“In addition to the injury and disuse 
of a plant subsequent to a fire, there 
are unfortunately many large losses in- 
directly caused which are not covered 
by the ordinary fire insurance policy. 
Every prudent manufacturer and mer- 
chant therefore views with serious con- 
sideration, not only the loss of profits 
from the business, but the obligations 
accruing from certain fixed charges 
contingent upon salaries, royalties, in- 
terest on money invested, taxes, and 
similar items of continuous indebted- 
ness from which he can not escape 
during a temporary suspension. 

“The occupancy of a plant is what 
the owner relies upon for his fixed ex- 
penses, also his profit, and in case his 
plant is wholly or partially destroyed 
by fire, it would cause an interruption 
of the business and the loss of all in- 
come until rebuilt and ready for opera- 
tion, while the fixed charges and ex- 
penses must continue. 

“Such profit, fixed charges and ex- 
penses, however, can be fully covered 
by use and occupancy insurance, which 
while of recent date and not fully 
understood and appreciated by busi- 
ness men generally, is intended to pro- 
tect and cover the manufacturer and 
merchant against just such losses, or 
those not directly covered by his fire 
insurance policy. 

* * » 


“As an adjunct to straight fire indem- 
nity use and occupancy insurance is 
not only a wise precaution from the 
standpoint of protection against loss of 
profits and fixed charges, but likewise 
adds strength to the mercantile credit 
of any business protected thereby. 

“Surely the manager or superintend- 
ent of a corporation who allows a plant 
to go without protection of use and oc- 
cupancy insurance, if it can be obtained, 
deserves no sympathy from the di- 
rectors or stockholders, because of loss 
of income during the reconstruction 
period. It might be well for a manu- 
facturer or merchant to also take into 
consideration materials for which con- 
tract has been given; for instance, if a 
contract had been entered into for raw 
material to be paid for on a certain date 
and a fire occurred, and the order could 
not be cancelled, then protection would 
be given under the use and occupancy 
insurance, for had the plant been in 
operation the assured would have 
earned an amount to pay for this ma- 
terial. 

“To arrive at the necessary amount 
of use and occupancy insurance it 
would be advisable to take the average 
profits from the business during the 
preceding calendar year and add to 
that any expenses which must be con- 
tinued until the property is again in 
full operating condition.

“Use and occupancy insurance covers: 
“Profits which would have been 
earned had the plant been in operation. 

“Interest on bonds. 

“Taxes. 

“Royalties for machinery or processes 
which have to be paid if the machines 
or processes are not operated. 

“Salaries (under contract). 

“Salaries of millwright, foreman, 
watchman, fireman, engineer, or others 
who must be retained in order to re- 
sume work promptly after damage is 
repaired.

A special agent 
once asked Mr. Lee who inspected his 
business and received for an answer: 
“President Clark comes out here nearly 
every year and he and I look it over.” 

In ‘addition to being prominent in 
insurance circles, Mr. Lee was also head 
of a manufacturing company, a mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Union and Euclid clubs and senior 
warden of Trinity Cathedral.

MIDLAND MUTUAL CELEBRATE 





Officers and Agents of Columbus Life 
Company in Anniversary Con- 
vention at Cleveland 





The third anniversary of the Midland 
Mutual Life of Columbus, Ohio, was 
celebrated by a convention held at the 
Euclid Hotel, Cleveland, last Saturday, 
when 115 officers, agents and medical 
examiners were guests of Brady & Tut- 
tle, general agents for northern Ohio. 
The forenoon session, which began at 
10 o’clock, was held in an assembly 
room on the second floor, where most 
of the men gathered to discuss ques- 
tions of interest to them. They made 
up an enthusiastic crowd and were there 
for business as well as pleasure. 

Lot H. Brown, superintendent of 
agencies, the first speaker on the fixed 
program, talked on “Past Results and 
Future Expectations.” The trend of the 
address was in the nature of a history 
of the company and what it has accom- 
plished in three years, with some idea 
of what is expected of it in the future. 
He said that it must not grow too fast, 
so that the expense ratio may run high, 
but that it must not lag either. He be- 
lieved and expected that the agents 
would be careful in their work and that 
the company would always profit 
through this feature of the business. 

Methods of Soliciting 

C. C. North explained his plan of in- 
tensive as opposed to extensive work— 
the perfect development of one locality 
before other territory is taken up. This 
has been the plan of the company and 
as a result its agents are often met in 
the various portions of the state. Mr. 
North thought that personal work and 
making one policy influence another 
ine, largely to success in the 

eld. 

As to how to approach and secure a 
hearing from strangers, M. D. Schreiber 
said that an agent should be proud of 
his business, with no apologies to make 
for it. He should meet people with the 
same confidence as if he were in any 
other line of business. B. J. Cox be- 
lieves that agents should meet strangers 
informally. They need no introduction 
and their work will have more effect if 
they walk in and go at it earnestly than 
if lead in and announced by some one 
who happens to know the prospect. 

_E. E. Kurzen talked of the informa- 
tion that should be secured at the first 
interview and said that it should be 
sufficient to furnish data upon which a 
plan of insurance might be selected to 
suit conditions. T. J. Teeple, discussing 
the introduction of the subject of insur- 
ance to friends, said that it should be 
done in the same way as any other busi- 
ness proposition is put up to them. 
There is no hard task in asking friends 
to do what a man knows they should 
do, but at the same time friendships 
must be preserved and the subject not 
_ to bob up at every chance meet- 

Different Policies Discussed 

Samuel Hankins of Youngstown dis- 
cussed circumstances under which 20- 
payment life polocies should be written. 
Located in an industrial section, a large 
part of his business comes from work- 
ing men and Mr. Hankins is in a good 
position to judge of the insurance .best 
fitted to their condition. K. I. Dicker- 
— talked of 15-payment life and L. U. 

feacham of 10-payment life. Where 
circumstances will permit, they said 
that the smaller number of payments 
are better because the insured is 


a 





through with the payments before he 
becomes old. 

C. W. Biddle, discussing 20-year en- 
dowment policies, said that the definite 
return and greater savings made these 
policies good investments and that men 
would accumulate through them where 
they would not in any other way. E. J. 
Gray talked of the 15-year endowment 
and stated that there is only a differ- 
ence of degree between this and the 
longer terms. 

Company’s Special Forms 

O. C. Norton spoke on the 20-year 
protective endowment, which gives 
three-fourths of the regular endow- 
ment at a premium in about the same 
proportion. The indemnity, however, is 
for the full face of the policy. He ex- 
plained the advantages of small cost of 
insurance under this form and other fea- 
tures that may be derived in the settle- 
ments. 

The guaranteed income policy was 
discussed by J. J. Brady. This contract 
pays one-tenth of the face of the policy 
to the assured yearly after he reaches 
sixty-five years of age and one twen- 
tieth to the beneficiary for twenty years 
after the death of the assured. The 
subject is a good one and Mr. Brady 
made its advantages plain. 

Address by President Thompson 

Dr. W. O. Thompson, president of 
the company, was introduced after the 
agents had enjoyed an elegant lunch in 
one of the large dining rooms of the 
hotel. He said that agents must have 
a deep-seated conviction of the value 
of the work in which they are engaged 
in order to become enthusiastic and 
that no one ever amounts to much un- 
less he is enthusiastic. This he applied 
to the work of the men in the field. Dr. 
Thompson then analyzed the conditions 
of society and showed how people had 
become dependent upon each other in 
almost everything. The growth of so- 
ciety develops the fact that this de- 
pendence is becoming greater all the 
time. From this fact has sprung the 
cooperative idea and the methods of 
providing for the persons dependent 
upon others. Life insurance came about 
naturally through the conditions that 
have grown up out of the progress of 
society. He then stated that the life 
insurance policy is a two-sided contract 
and that the company had obligations 
to fulfill that are important to it and its 
policyholders alike. 

Contracts Now More Simple 

The Midland contracts were discussed 
and Dr. Thompson said he believed 
they were as well fitted to the needs of 
the people as they well can be. Policy 
contracts are couched in more simple 
language than formerly, he said, and he 
believed that they would become plainer 
and more simple all the time. 

Insurance is not built upon theories, 
but facts, and Dr. Thompson said that 
there is no reason for any deception be- 
ing practiced to induce people to ac- 
cept policies. He advised every agent 
to explain to prospects just what they 
are buying, so that no complications 
will follow in the future. He also told 
them that if he ever heard of an agent 
rebating he would feel like resigning, 
and that he wanted all the business 
done honestly and openly both by the 
agents and in the office. 

At this point it was announced that 
the agents had brought in applications 
secured the day or two previous to the 
meeting for $83,000. This was in the 
nature of a compliment to the officers. 

BReinmund on Agents’ Duties 

Secretary B. F. Reinmund made a 
good short talk in which he said that 
the agents are the company in the field 
in action. For this reason they should 
be careful as to all statements and

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know they are correct in any action 
they may take. This will engender con- 
fidence both in the company and the 
agents. Agents should read all policies 
carefully before they are delivered in 
order to be sure they are correct. They 
have much to do with the selection of 
risks and should exercise prudence in 
securing risks they are reasonably sure 
will remain on the books. The officers, 
he said, want the lowest lapse ratio they 
can possibly have and the agents can do 
much in maintaining the record in this 
respect. He said that the company 
would confine its operations to Ohio 
until the home state is thoroughly de- 
veloped. 

Business for the year to the date of 
the meeting amounted to $1,152,000 and 
Superintendent of Agencies Lot H. 
Brown said that the officers desired 
$2,000,000 for the year, represented by 
about 1,500 policies. It was suggested 
that two days be taken for future con- 
ventions, as one is not sufficient to com- 
plete the work that is usually mapped 
out. 





Closes Ten Years’ Service 


F. L. Morrell, Chicago, manager of 
the Manhattan Life, closed a ten years’ 
career with that company July 1. Dur- 
ing that period he has written over 
$3,000,000 of personal business. Dur- 
ing the first five years he did not have a 
death loss. When Colonel Morrell 
started with the Manhattan he had but 
little knowledge of the business, but 
went to work in dead earnest to equip 
himself. The results speak for them- 
selves. 





Suicide Rule Held Void 


The supreme court of Nebraska has 
declared void the edict of the Royal 
Highlanders, issued in 1901, making 
suicide a bar to recovery under its 
certificates, so far as certificates issued 
previous to that time are concerned. 
The following is the syllabus in the 
case where representatives of Robert 
N. Briggs are given judgment under 
his certificate, received previous to 
1901: 


A by-law providing for a forfeiture, adopted by 
a fraternal beneficiary association subsequent 
to the issuance by it of a benefit certificate, 
will be strictly construed against the association, 
and if passed in contravention of the provisions 
of the statute governing such association, it will 
be held void and of no effect. Lange v. Royal 
Highlanders, 75 Neb. 188; 106 N. W. 224. 

2. “Where a fraternal benefit association has 
not compiled with the provisions of section 1, 
ch. 43 of the act of 1897, and adopted a repre- 
sentative form of government, its governing 
body is without power to adopt an edict or by- 
law changing the terms and obligations of a 
mutual benefit certificate theretofore issued to one 
of its members.” Lange v. Royal Highlanders, 
75 Neb. 196; 110 N. W. 1110. 

8. Where, under the provisions of the con- 
stitution and by-laws of a fraternal beneficiary 
association, the delegates to the governing body 
thereof, regularly elected by the members of 
said association, cannot of themselves, and with- 
out the — of members of committees 
appointed from members outside of such dele- 
gates, legally and of right adopt, alter, or 
amend the edicts and laws of such association 
and absolutely control the government of the 
same, such governing body is not a representa- 
tive body, and an association so constituted and 
governed cannot be said to have a representa- 
tive form of government. 

4. Suicide will not defeat a recovery upon 
a benefit certificate in a fraternal beneficiary as- 
sociation unless such certificate, together with 
the lawfully enacted laws and edicts of such as- 
sociation, so provide in express terms.

EXPECT LICENSE BY SEPT. 1 





American Bankers Insurance Company 
Getting Along Well Selling Stock 
—Some of Its Plans 


The American Bankers Insurance 
Company of Chicago expects to have 
enough stock sold and paid for to en- 
able it to secure its license to write 
business about Sept. 1. At the present 
time it has stock salesmen at work in 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Colorado, Utah, Idaho and Montana. 
They are selling stock principally to 
banks, physicians and business men. 
The company is also securing a number 
of trustee banks in each of these states 
for handling of its reserves locally. 
The stock is being sold at $25 a share, 
of which $10 goes to capital and of the 
remaining $15 the company, under the 
terms of the subscriptions, is permitted 
to use not to exceed $7 per share for 
expenses of organization. When the en- 
tire amount of stock has been sold and 
paid for the company will, therefore, 
have $500,000 capital and $400,000 net 
surplus, to which will be added any 
amount out of the expense allowance 
which has not been used in expenses. 
The company is advancing but little 
money to its stock salesmen. 


As already explained in this paper, 
the plan of the company is to deposit 
the reserve on every policy with a 
trustee bank in the vicinity in which the 
policyholder lives. The banks as finan- 
cial institutions will have no other duty 
than to make collections and once a 
month turn in to the company whatever 
money belonging to it they have re- 
ceived over and above the reserve on 
policies for which they act as trustees. 
It is the intention of the company to 
appoint one person in each trustee bank 
as its agent to write such business as 
he may be able to do. The business of 
the company will be secured, however, 
through local agents and traveling spe- 
cials. There will be no general agents 
nor salaried managers, and there will be 
only five branch offices, each in charge 
of an assistant secretary. These will 
be located at Chicago, New York, San 
Francisco, Dallas, Tex., and Minneap- 
olis, and from these the agents will be 
supervised. 

The stock salesmen are taking promis- 
sory applications for insurance where- 
ever they have an opportunity and in all 
instances are collecting the premium 
and depositing it in the local trustee 
bank. As soon as the company is 
licensed in the various states these ap- 
plicants will be examined and it is ex- 
pected a large amount of business will 
be put on the books within the few days 
following issue of licenses. 

Up to the present time practically all 
stock sold has been sold for cash, al- 
though some subscriptions are now be- 
ing taken payable one-third down, one- 
third Aug. 1 and one-third Sept. 1. On 
the whole the plans of the company are 
meeting with the approval of prospec- 
tive stockholders, to whom they are 
presented. At the stockholders’ meet- 
ing, when the organization is completed, 
it is proposed to have every stockholder

holders. He claims that the surplus of 
the company is actually more than $16,- 
000,000 and the greater part of it should 
be distributed in dividends among the 
stockholders. In the bill Mr. Blanch- 
ard charges that President Dryden has 
dominated the company for twenty 
years and that his management has 
been generally opposed to the stock- 
holders. The court is asked to insti- 
tute an inquiry into the affairs of the 
company with the view of determining 
the amount to which the stockholders 
are rightly entitled and to enjoin the 
further payment of excessive salaries 
to the higher officers. 


To Admit Pittsburg Life & Trust 


Amicable arrangements have been 
made whereby the Pittsburg Life & 
Trust will be admitted to New York 
after a long controversy over the re- 
insurance of the Washington Life.

Des Moines Companies Protest 


The Royal Union Mutual Life, 
Equitable Life of Iowa, Des Moines 
Life, American Life and Bankers Life, 
all of Des Moines, have forwarded to 
congress a protest against the passage 
of the income tax law as it is up for 
consideration. They claim that the 
law discriminates against life insurance 
companies, and suggest that the taxes 
required by other states than the honie 
State of the insurance corporations 
shall be deducted from the operation 
of the proposed law. They say in part: 

With few, if any, exceptions, each state in 
which we transact business, collects a tax on the 
premiums on the business in that state. In some 
states, deductions are permitted for death losses 
paid, but in many, the levy is made on the 
gross premiums. In many states, the rate is 2% 
per cent. In a few it is higher. The average 
must, we think, be at least 2 per cent of the 
gross premiums. This is certainly ample as a 
contribution on our part toward the mainte- 
nance of government. To double it by a like 





amount in favor of the federal government 
would, as we believe, be unjust, oppressive and 
a burden which the system of life insurance 
could hardly be made to bear.

STOP PERSONAL BOND ABUSES 








Chicago Board of Public Improvements 
May Put These Sureties Under 
More Restrictions 





At a meeting yesterday, the board of 
public improvements of Chicago, after 
much consideration, instructed its sec- 
retary to formulate rules which would 
govern the acceptance of personal 
bonds and embody the following ideas: 
That the total penalties of all personal 
bonds running to that department 
given by one personal surety shall not 
exceed the value of the property he 
schedules; and that when a personal 
surety transfers property which he has 
scheduled in giving bonds, new bonds 
will be required. 

It is expected that a hot fight will 
be waged on this change by those most 
seriously affected, namely, contractors 
who have been accustomed to give per- 
sonal bonds. It will be supported by 
those contractors, especially corpora- 
tions, which have not been in a posi- 
tion to give personal bonds and have 
been accustomed to furnish corporate 
bonds. These latter contractors have 
been placed at a disadvantage in bid- 
ding on city work, as they had to fig- 
ure the contract price to include the 
surety premiums, while their compet- 
itors, who gave personal bonds, did not 
have to do this. It is said that a num- 
ber of contractors have been accus- 
tomed to go on each other’s bonds and 
some of them are on bonds whose pen- 
alties exceed many times over all the 
property they own. There has also 
been a custom of making accommoda- 
tion transfers of property to enable one 
to become surety for a large amount 
and then a retransfer after the bond 
was signed. 





BANS AUTOMOBILE LIABILITY 





State Auditor of Iowa Will Revoke 
Licenses of Companies Violat- 
ing His New Ruling 





State Auditor John L. Bleakley, of 
Iowa, has ruled that liability insurance 
companies may not insure protecting 
automobile owners from suits resulting 
from injuries inflicted by their ma- 
chines. Auditor Bleakley holds that 
such insurance would be contrary to 
public policy in that it would encour- 
age reckless speeding and careless 
driving. He contends that liability in- 
surance may be taken to cover only 
such automobiles as are used in trans- 
porting merchandise. 

Under subdivision 5, section 1706 of 
the Iowa code, liability companies are 
permitted to write employers liability 
insurance. Through the privilege thus 
accorded them, about a dozen com- 
panies operating in lowa assumed that 
they were permitted to write any kind 
of ge insurance. They began 
issuing policies to automobile owners 
which protected the holder from being 
held for damages resulting from acci- 
dents inflicted by their machines. Acts 
of careless chauffeurs caused consider- 
able criticism of the plan. This re- 
sulted in the auditor’s examination and 
his ruling regarding the right of the 
companies to issue such policies. The 
policies already issued will be allowed 
to stand until their expiration, but any 
further issuance of policies of this 
nature will result in the companies 
forfeiting their license, Auditor Bleak- 
ley says. 

Mr. Bleakley’s ruling is far from 
satisfactory to Des Moines insurance 
men and for three days liability insur- 
ance agents and attorneys beseiged his 
office in an effort to persuade Mr. 
Bleakley to recede from his position. 
He told his callers that it is clearly 
against public policy to protect motor- 
ists from the penalty incurred by their 





own carelessness and that such insur- 
ance would not be effective because 
the insurance companies would contend 
that the insured was violating the speed 
law when an accident occurs. Insur- 
ance men protested that they would 
insure only those who owned the best 
automobiles and were financially re- 
sponsible. This argument carried no 
weight with the auditor. 





New Stock Company Starts 
The Fidelity Accident Company of 
Saginaw has deposited $100,000 with the 
state treasurer and is authorized to do 
business in Michigan. The company be- 
gins business with $100,000 paid-up 
capital ‘and $10,000 surplus. 





DO NOT LIKE A $500 POLICY 





Several Burglary Insurance Managers 
at Chicago Disgusted With Last 
Move in East 





A number of burglary insurance men 
in Chicago, especially those connected 
with older and larger offices, express 
disgust rather than delight at the recent 
action of the Burglary Underwriters 
Association in authorizing the issue of 
a $500 residence burglary, theft and 
larceny policies in Chicago at.a prem- 
ium of $12.50. One man who has been 
in the business in Chicago for years 
says that he thinks there is no advan- 
tage to the companies issuing such a 
policy and that none will be sold out 
of his office. The companies used to 
write $500 policies in Chicago, and 
when the practice was discontinued his 
experience was that he raised two poli- 
cies to the $1,000 class for every one 
that he lost because he could no longer 
write $500 contracts. He says that 
men in Chicago carry $1,000 of resi- 
dence burglarly insurance where men 
similarly circumstanced in New York 
would carry $3,000. Brokers who fol- 
low the line of least resistence will 
sell $500 policies when with a lit- 
tle additional work they could induce 
the assured to take a $1,000 or more. 

Another burglary insurance man 
thinks that the warranty clause is very 
objectionable. The assured do not 
know definitely the value of the jewelry, 
silverware and money they possess. In 
warranting that the wales of these 
articles does not exceed $500 they will 
in many instances technically void 
their policies as the warranties will be 
false. It also is pointed out that a 
large proportion of the assured never 
read their policies unless they have a 
loss and that those who secure their 
insurance through brokers will in most 
cases not know that they are making 
any warranty. . 

Representatives of some of the small- 
er offices seem to be pleased with the 
departure and even those of some large 
offices think that there is a place for 
a $500 policy, but it looks now as if a 
number of the leading offices would not 
avail themselves of the privilege of is- 
suing these policies. 





Detroit Council Acts 

At a recent session of the Detroit 
common council the bonds for the city 
officials were awarded to the Bankers 
Surety. 

Banks which are city depositors were 
allowed to substitute railroad and other 
good securities for a surety company’s 
bond. 





Ferris Gets Big Bond 

The S. M. Ferris agency of Cincin- 
nati have just completed the arrange- 
ments for what is probably the largest 
construction bond ever written by a 
Cincinnati agency. The bond covers 
a contract given by the War Depart- 
ment to Luyster & Lowes, contractors, 
of Dayton, Ohio, for fifty-two new 
buildings at Fort Sills, Oklahoma, ag- 
gregating three-quarters of a million 
dollars, and is placed in the National 
Surety. The contract is the beginning 
of a project known in military circles

IN CHICAGO SURETY OFFICES 


Big Ones Doing Greatest Business in 
History—Title Extending Plant 
in Illinois and Wisconsin 





Most encouraging reports come from 
a greater part of the surety offices in 
Chicago. The volume of business being 
written appears to be far in excess of 
that of any past year. Conkling, Price 
& Webb are writing about $15,000 a 
month in premiums for the Fidelity & 
Deposit. E. A. St. John, manager of 
Joyce & Co., general agents of the Na- 
tional Surety, reports that the Chicago 
agency has already remitted to the 
company $130,000 in premiums col- 
lected on business written this year.

Mutual Indemnity at 171 La Salle 
street is to be closed, and Charles H. 
Eckel, the general agent, will become 
assistant general agent of the accident 
department of the Pacific Mutual Life 
in the office of General Agent W. A. 
Miller at 181 La Salle street. This 
move has been found necessary on ac- 
count of the Oklahoma law, which re- 
quires the officers of the Pacific Mutual 
Life to swear that that company does 
not own stock in another company 
writing similar lines in the same field. 
Agencies of the Pacific Mutual Indem- 
nity will be continued at points where 
the Pacific Mutual Life is not repre- 
sented.

States Accident’s New Policy 

The States Accident of Chicago, 
which does business on much the same 
plan as the traveling men’s associa- 
tions, has just issued several new con- 
tracts. Among them is one which con- 
tains a number of unusual features. It 
is known as No. 7 and is a life and 
accident policy, issued to men, women 
and children, from age 10 to age 65. 
The cost is $4 for membership fee and 
premiums, estimated to run four per 
year, as follows: $1, ages 10 to 40; 
$1.25, 40 to 50; $1.50, 50 to 55; $1.75, 
55 to 60; $2.25, 60 to 65. Benefits are 
as follows: 

For death from any cause except ac- 
cident, $100. 

For accidental loss of one hand, foot 


or eye, $500. 
For accidental loss of life, both 
hands, both feet or both eyes, or any 


two of these, $1,000. 

For loss of life while a passenger 
within a railway passenger car, street 
car, steamboat or passenger elevator, 
or by being struck by lightning, $2,000. 





' Void for Breach of Warranty 


One Snyder, in the employ of the 
Sunderland Bonding Company, a Ne- 
braska institution, decamped with sev- 
eral hundred dollars of the _ firm’s 
money. The bond under which the 
firm had been protected was secured 
on the representation that his accounts 
were in perfect shape. An investiga- 
tion showed that his shortage had be- 
gun to grow previous to writing of the 
bond. The Nebraska supreme court 
holds that the company may not re- 
cover. It says: 

A written statement made by an 9 oy to 
a bonding company to the effect that the ac- 
counts of applicant’s cashier have been examined 
upon a certain date and were found to be cor- 
rect, with cash and securities on hand to

Bank Deposits Insured 

The greater portion of the $180,000,- 
000 bank deposits of the state of *Kan- 
sas became insured last week when the 
new state banking law went into effect. 
The insurance of the deposits is divided 
between the mutual bank insurance con- 
cern, known as the state guaranty 
law and the Bank Deposit Guaranty & 
Security Company, organized to insure 
the deposits of national banks which 
could not avail themselves of the state 
law and such state banks as preferred 
this company’s insurance to that offered 
by the state. 

Over 300 of the 800 state banks in 
Kansas have availed themselves of the 





protection of the state. Of the 208 na- 
tional banks, 180 have taken stock in 
the bank deposit insurance company. 
Fifty state banks also hold stock in this 
company. The state bank commis- 
sioner has twelve examiners going 
through the banks which have applied 
for state insurance. The Young Com- 
pany of Kansas City, Mo., which ex- 
amines banks for the Kansas City and 
Chicago clearing houses, has been em- 
ployed to make the first examination 
of all banks desiring to take out insur- 
ance in the guaranty company. 

The board of directors of the Bank 
Deposit Guaranty & Security Company 
of Kansas met last week and selected 
the officers for the company for the 
ensuing year. E. E, Ames of Topeka, 
who was elected president for one year, 
and John Morrisay of Kansas City, 
secretary.

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NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


COMMENT ON LUMBER LOSSES 








Some Precautions that the Assured 
Can Use to Prevent Spread 
of Big Fires 





Lumber Insurance, in commenting on 
lumber losses in British Columbia, says: 


How many mill fires start on the first floor 
of a building? In the average mill, even during 
working hours, there are never more than one or 
two men at work on the first floor and these 
generally unskilled laborers cleaning up. The 
timbers become soaked with oil and sparks or 
spontaneous combustion may start a fire which 
might easily be put out if discovered in time. 
There is no one on the first floor to see it; 
smoke curling up through the floor to the mill 
deck does not attract attention because there 
is generally a good deal of smoke around a 
mill; the noise of the machinery drowns any 
sound of the crackling blaze; the fire spread- 
ing rapidly through the oil-soaked~wood and 
gaining great headway inside the building, fre- 
quently cuts off all access to inside fire pro- 
tection. This danger could be relieved to some 
extent by providing for more light and less 
obstruction on the first floor of the mill and 
exercising greater care in preventing oil soaking 
into the timbers. One practical mill man has 
recently expressed the opinion that the greatest 
danger to a saw mill arises from the nature 
of its construction on the first floor. Auto- 
matic sprinklers can probably perform their best 
service in protecting this part of the mill. 

In the case of one of the fires merely the 





piling of stock prevented the fire spreading to 
the entire yard. The greatest exposure was an 
open shed 70 feet from the mill in which 
bundled flooring was piled solid from the ground 
to the roof; the even ends of the solid piles 
formed a tight wall into which sparks could not 
enetrate. If the uneven ends of the piles had 

en toward the exposure the loss would have 
been certain. In this particular case the great- 
est part of the loss resulted from water damage. 

In line with this same int it is a reason- 
able suggestion that in piling lumber in the 
open the even ends of the piles be arranged 
toward the worst exposure, whether this ex- 
posure be a mill, railroad, burner, brush or other 
from which fire may be expected. The uneven 
end of a pile of lumber is a pretty good catch 
for sparks of any kind, which might under 
favorable circumstances be thrown off entirely 
at the even end. 

Two hundred feet clear space between lumber 
and mill is not an absolute barrier to the 
progress of a fire where high winds are fre- 
quent. Ordinarily it is the limit for con- 
venience to manufacture, but greater care’ should 
be used in keeping the clear space free as 
possible from lumber and other combustible 
material. Where piling room is available there 
should always be at least 200 feet clear space, 
and if not detrimental to the interest of the 
manufacturer, the yard should be detached alto- 
gether. A good many lumbermen frequently 
express the opinion that their individual prop- 
erties are practically fireproof, or are so situ- 
ated that they cannot burn. It has been our 
experience that it is often the best constructed 
and best protected mill that does burn and makes 
the hottest fire. Construction counts for a 
good deal and wide distribution more. Appar- 
ently there cannot be too much fire protection 
around a mill, but it is care and regard for 
the little things that often saves the owners 
as well as the insurance companies a very con- 
siderable amount of money. 








Omaha to Have Fire Warden 


Within the next ten days Mayor j 
Dahlman, of Omaha, will appoint a fire ' 


warden, a new position created by the 
last legislature for the city of Omaha 
alone, independent of the state fire 
commissioner’s department, which also 
has jurisdiction over Omaha. Hereto- 
fore the inspections of buildings in 
Omaha have been in charge of the 
building inspector, while other matters 
relating to the storage of combustibles 
have been in charge of the fire and 
police departments. But the new fire 
warden, appointed for a_ three-year 
term at a salary of $1,500 a year, will 
look after these matters. It is his duty 
to inspect all buildings which are ex- 
posed or subject to fire, all fire escapes, 
stand-pipes, basements and cellars of 
buildings in business districts, and all 
other places and buildings where ex- 
plosives and inflamables are stored, and 
order such improvements as may be 
necessary to guard such buildings from 
fire and to make them accessible to 
firemen in case of fire. Such notice 
shall be complied with within a reason- 
able time thereafter, not exceeding 
thirty days under penalty of a fine of 
not over $50 or a jail sentence of not 
over thirty days. 





May Cut Appropriations 

There is much resentment in the fire 
and police departments of Columbus, 
O., because the council finance com- 
mittee cut $12,000 from the mayor’s 
budget estimate for the fire department 
for the six months beginning July 1 
and $25,000 from his police department 
estimate for the same period. Of the 
fire department cut $10,000 is from sal- 
aries account and $2,000 from horses 
and feed account. Chief C. J. Lauer 
says the larger cut does not leave 
enough to pay the salaries of the men 
after the new wholesale district engine 
house, with its additional men, goes in 
service, and that the $2,000 cut leaves 
him without enough money to buy the 
horses needful for that house, or, if 
he buys them, to supply the depart- 
ments’ animals with feed. The council 
took no-action on the budget Monday 
night. 





Grand Rapids Talks Fire Protection 


Fire insurance matters, with special 
reference to the long-talked-of putting 
the Hydraulic Water Company, a pri- 
vate corporation, out of business, were 
considered at a recent meeting of the 
Board of Trade municipal affairs com- 
mittee on a safer city. The company’s 
representative maintained that in the 
congested district, where the sprinkler 
equipments are connected with the Hy- 
draulic company’s mains, the Hydraulic 
company is the active fire-fighting force 
with a pressure of 25 pounds greater at 
all times than the city gives. Many let-

Punkhouser Gives Annual Address 

Major M. L. C. Funkhouser, as chair- 
man of the executive committee, deliv- 
ered the annual address. He paid a 
feeling tribute to the work of the late 
President Best.

He 
felt that the field club has certain rights 
and contributes to the expense of car- 
rying on the field machinery, but is not 
allowed proper voice and representa- 
tion.

Field club members 
should not wait for someone else to act, 
he said. Every man should do just 
what he knows is right.

Russell on “Vampires” 

George H. Russell, a well-known in- 
surance man of Milwaukee, has just is- 
sued an interesting pamphlet entitled, 
“Beware of ‘Insurance Vampires,’” 
which is attracting considerable atten- 
tion. He says in part: 

Nearly all of the insurance companies doing 
business in Wisconsin are sound financially, 
and are “right” and considerate in their treat- 
ment of policyholders; further, the great ma- 
jority of agents are conscientious and to a 
degree competent; but there are a number of 
“vampires” selling alleged insurance, operating 
in Wisconsin, more especially in Milwaukee, 
at this time. Every insurance agent who care- 
lessly sells the contracts of unsound companies 
or policies invalid by their terms and unsuited 
to the needs of the insured is “one who lives 
by preying on others.” 

hen some insurance agents have not been 
able to quote the “lowest rate,” their practice 
has been oftentimes to allow a rebate. Rebat- 
ing in any form is now a criminal offense and 
among the penalties therefor are heavy fines 
and imprisonemnt in the county jail. Rate- 
cutting _companies and agents who resort to 
clandestine rebating, and like a “thief in the 
night steal the business,” are not agreeable or 
profitable to deal with after a loss, 





Facts as to Lightning Rods 

Cloud electricity forces its way 
through the air to reach the under- 
ground water which feeds our wells. 
A lightning rod is worthless if not run 
down to where there is permanent 
moisture. In most localities this depth 
is 8 to 10 feet. In rodding an ex- 
pensive building it is desirable, but not 
necessary, to attach a mass of metal to 
the end of the rod. 

A section of rod must rise well above 
each chimney, for the moisture in 
smoke weakens the resistance of the 
air to electricity. The kitchen chimney, 
above all others, should be protected, 
for it is the one most used in the thun- 
derstorm season. 

here is no well established rule in 
regard to connecting gutters, saddles, 
Tain spouts and other metals in a build- 
ing to the rod by wires. When a rod 
1s struck there are oscillations and surg- 
ings of electricity in its neighborhood, 
SO a spark may be given off by any 
metal near by. If a rod runs within 
a few inches of metal that is not 
8rounded, the practice is to connect 
them. Gas pipes should not be con- 
nected to the rod.—Ohio State Fire 
Marshal,

Question—What is the best method 
to cover horses and carriages where a 
man desires to take them with him to 
his summer place? 

Answer—Procure a horse and wagon 
floater. We presume that any com- 
pany writing automobile floaters will 
cover horses and wagons in the case 
cited. We note a recent advertisement 
of the Hartford, for example, that its 
horse and wagon floater covers horses, 
wagons, carts, carriages and horse 
equipment; also merchandise while in 
or on vehicles, against fire and perils 
of transportation on land or water. 
Aside from being a desirable contract 
for those taking their horses and equip- 
ment on summer outings, it is a good 
contract for delivery wagons. The rate 
is 2 percent. 


Question—Will you kindly let us 
know the amount of return premium 
due the assured under the following 
conditions: On June 1, 1908, we wrote 
$10,000 on lumber at $29 per thousand, 
rate, $2.90. On Aug. 6 the inspection 
bureau reduced the rate for improve- 
ments to $2.40. We paid the assured 
the return premium of $4.14 per thou- 
sand. On Dec. 11 the assured brings 
in $10,000 for cancellation. Will you 
kindly figure the correct return pre- 
mium on a $1,000 policy under these 
conditions, the $4.14 having been paid 
the assured in cash. There is some lit- 
tle dispute between the agent and the 
assured, and we did not care to take 
advantage of him in any way. The as- 
sured holds that the first two months 
and five days’ duration of time ought 
to be pro rate and the balance of the 
time short rate, while we hold that the 
entire policy ought to be canceled short 
rate. 

Answer.—The original premium on 
the policy mentioned was $29. The new 
premium on Aug. 6 was $24. Evidently 
the question in your mind is how the 
policy should be treated after the re- 
bate for the improvements has been 
given. The rebate, of course, should 
be figured on a pro rata basis. When 
the policy is canceled it must be treat- 
ed the same as if written at $2.40 in 
the beginning and not rebated. From 
June 1 to Dec. 11 is six months and ten 
days. This figured on the short-rate 
basis, is 73 per cent of the annual pre- 
mium, or’ $17.52 earned. The return 
premium, therefore, is $24, less $17.52, 
or $6.48.

Question—A party makes a loan from 
a bank, loan company, or private indi- 
vidual, giving a real estate mortgage as 
security for said loan, the buildings be- 
ing the most valuable part of the se- 
curity, as is usually the case with vil- 
lage and city property. The buildings 
are insured and the usual “loss payable 
clause” is attached to the insurance 
policy in favor of the mortgagee. The 
buildings are destroyed by fire, and the 
owner of the property is proven guilty 
of setting fire to the buildings by his 
own hand, or by some person employed 
by him for that purpose. How would 
such a condition affect the mortgagee’s 
interest in the insurance? 

Answer—If the usual loss payable 
clause is used where there is no waiver 
in favor of the mortgagee, and if a 
building is set on fire by the assured, 
the mortgagee will have to stand the 
loss as a general rule. There may be 
some decision to the contrary, but, gen- 





mortgagee in turn. 

If the long form mortgage clause had 
been used the mortgagee would have 
been protected in full, regardless of the 
acts of the assured.

Question —We desire to know wheth- 
er or not a law exists in any of the 
states prohibiting the soliciting of fire 
insurance on the part of brokers with- 
out first procuring a license, and if 
such a law does exist what state has it 
and what license are they required to 
pay? 

We might state that here in Omaha 
we find barbers, boot and shoe clerks, 
drug clerks, carpenters, brick masons 
and, in fact, livery stable men, solicit- 
ing insurance and doing a brokerage 
business. There are one or two com- 
panies operating here that will take 
business of every kind and from any 
and every body that brings it in, and 
they encourage them in getting it. This, 
as you can understand, is all to the det- 
riment of the agents who maintain of- 
fices, pay rent, clerk hire and confine 
themselves to the insurance business. 

Answer.—Of the western states Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Wisconsin, North Dako- 
ta and Colorado have a law requiring 
brokers to secure a license which per- 
mits them to place business with any 
agent or company. You understand 
that a broker is one who is not licensed 
to represent any company but places his 
business at random. 

Colorado passed the most recent law, 
requiring an annual license fee of $10 
for a broker. You will find the Colo- 
rado law as to brokers covered in sec- 
tion 21 of the general insurance laws 
of 1907.

Question—Will you kindly give the 
best method of ascertaining the insur- 
able value of a frame or brick building? 

Answer—lIn ascertaining the insurable 
value of a building there is no definite 
rule that can be laid down to be ap- 
plied to give accurate results as each 
building has its own individual features 
to consider. Of course, the only cor- 
rect plan would bc to get a builder’s 
estimate. You can probably find the 
original cost of the building or if not 
a competent real estate man should be 
able to place value on the building. If 
you can arrive at the original cost you 
can allow for depreciation. 

We recommend as a good book on 
this subject Brown’s Estimates, sold by 
THe WESTERN UNDERWRITER COMPANY at 
the cost of $1.00. It is invaluable to 
agents for determining the insurable 
value of a building by quick and cor- 
rect methods, the result to be used as 
a basis.

Question—Is there any company that 
issues a floater on wool while on 
wagon, in sheds and in transit? 

Answer—The Globe & Rutgers would 
issue such a policy. Rollins & Burdick, 
159 La Salle street, are western man- 
agers. London Lloyds writes such a 
floater. You can consult our advertis- 
ing columns for London Lloyds rep- 
resentatives. Of course, the rate would 
have to be right or it would be impossi- 
ble to get good indemnity. 


Question—We have issued policy to 
“D” with mortgage clause to “B.” “D” 
is now selling place to “J” under con- 
tract for-deed, “B” still retaining mort- 
gage. Will vou kindly give us form 
of endorsement to use on same, pro- 
tecting all parties. 

Answer—We would suggest the fol- 
lowing endorsement on the policy: “It 
is understood and agreed that ‘J’ holds 
a contract for deed for property de- 
scribed herein and loss, if any, here- 
under is payable to ‘J’ and the as- 
sured, ‘D,’ as their respective interests 
may appear, subject to the mortgage 
clause in favor of ‘B’ which is hereto 
attached.”
